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Harvest Now Under Way— 

Beets Look Promising 


Grain harvest is under way 
throughout the district some of 
the farmers being practically 
through. Considering the dry 
season the grain crops both in 
yield and grade have held up 
remarkably well. An estimate 
on average yield is not possible 
yet, as viery few fields have 
been finished, but some twenty 
bushel yields of wheat on dry 
land have been reported, No. 1 
wheat weighing 64 lbs. to the 
bushel. Flax will yield from 11 
bushels per acre up, and this 
will probably be Grade 2, this 
crop appearng to be affected 
more in grade than the wheot 
fields. Very little coarse grain 
has been harvested, and what 
has been is mostly stored on the 
farms. Elevator space is the 
big worry this year. Flax is 
moving out as fast as cars can 
be obtained, there being no 
quota on this, and it is taken 
in and shipped out as fast as 
possible. Present prices on Flax 
are about $2.0(» l>e r bushel. 

The sugar beet crop locks 
fine. Fields are being sampled 
and cards for digging instr¬ 
uctions are being prepared for 
the growers by the Fieldmen 
of the Company. Digging is ex¬ 
pected to start on the 15th of 
September, and the .slicing will 
start around the 21st. Quite a 
number of ladies will l>e used 
this year on some of the sta¬ 
tions where there is no heavy 
work, and in the lab. and it is 
expected that a crew will be 
lined up for th e campaign .A 
number of the new hands are 
already at work getting broken 
in before the actual run starts. 
Superintendent F. R. Taylor of 
the Agricultural Department is 
looking for a gcod average yield 
and quite an increase in total 
tonnage over last year. With 
the abundance of water, nearly 
all beet growers are keeping, 
ther beet fields well soaked, 
and this with the abundance of 
sunshine this summer will re¬ 
ally make tonnage in the fields.

AGRICULTURE CONDITIONS 

(Alta Dept, of Agriculture) 

GENERAL — Rainfall was 
very light in C. D. 1 and 2, 
with moderate showers in the 
central area of Alberta. Mod¬ 
erate ta heavy rains were re¬ 
corded in north central and 
northern areas. 

Moisture is sufficient to 
mature the crops in central and 
northern Alberta. In general 
warm dry weather is required 
to hasten the ripening of ce¬ 
real in these areas. 

FIELD CROPS— In C. D. 1 
to 5 inclusive crops are fair to 
poor. Cereals are ripening rap- 
illy and cutting will be well 
underway next week. Some 
early sbwn fields are already 
being cut. 

In the remainder of the prov 
ince the crop preepeets are 
good. Cutting will be generally 
started about September 1. In 
the case of early varieties of 
barley, cutting may be under 
way by August 25th. 

There is much comment on 
the lateness of the crops. As 
harvest time approaches farm 
ers are looking forward with 
anxiety, and fear that frosts 
may do considerable damage 
this autumn. •* 

In north-central ureas hay¬ 
ing has not l>een completed due 
to unfavourable weather. A re¬ 
duction in the quality of hay 
is also noted. 

LIVE STOCK — Eive stock 
buyeis were determined in 
their efforts to lower cattle prin¬ 
ces during the past week in an 
•endeavour to get them in line 
with the ceiling price on beef. 
Cattle prices were 25c. to 50c. 
lower than in the prcvibui 
week. 

At the Calgary market good 
steers brought $11.25 to $11.75 
best veals $11.50 to $12.00, 
while hogs were steady with 
B-l $15.40. Spring lambs sold 
for $12.25 to $13.00. # 

At the Edmonton market, 
cattle movement was dull, good 
steers off ering $11.00 to $11.75, 
top veals at $11.50 to $13.00. 
The Kpg market was unchanged 
and sold B-l hogs at $15.40 to 
$15.60. Edmontcci lamb prices 
held unchanged at $12.00 to 
$13.00 and yearlings $7.00 
down.

DAIRYING—Creamery butter 
production for Alberta showed 
an increase of 1.8p.c. for the 
month of July, as compared 
with the same month of 1942. 

The northern section was re¬ 
sponsible for the increase, while 
the s< lutlvei n section showed a 
decrease of 1.5 p.c. due entirely 
to the lack of rain and good 
pasturage. 

Cheddar Cheese production 
showed a decrease of 29.7 p.c 
for the month and is down over 
40 p.c. for the period January 
to July. 

Now that the butterfat « b 
sidy has been in effect for mca*e 
than a year, it is expected that 
future reports will indicate a 
close relationship for both butl 
ter and cheese production.

There are, no doubt, large areas 
in the prairie provinces which will 
be devoted to straight grain farming 
for many years to come. In most 
districts, however, a reasonable 
acreage of grass, or grass and 
alfalfa mixed, is good for the farmer 
and good for the farm. 

A great many farmers have been 
discouraged because attempts to 
“get a catch” of grass have failed. 
Failure is commonly due to (a) 
sowing too deeply, (b) no protec¬ 
tion from soil drifting and (c) sow¬ 
ing at the wrong time. In soma 
•years and some districts, the usa 
of nurse crops has also caused 
disappointment. 

Since the autumn is, alas, not 
very far away, and 6ince autumn¬ 
sowing of grasses is becoming more 
and more popular, we think it wise 
to draw attention to some experi¬ 
mental work done at Saskatoon and 
published in “Scientific Agriculture” 
(Vol. 23, No. 7). The following 
statements are derived from this 
publication and the authors are 
Dr. W. J. White and Mr. W. H. 
Horner. 

1. Sweet clover should not be 

sown in autumn. 44 

2. Crested wheat grass, brome 
grass, slender wheat grass and 
alfalfa may be sown in autumn if 

(a) Sowing is early enough to 
establish good-6ized seed¬ 
lings (late August to early 
September), or 

(b) Just before freeze-up, so 
that seeds don’t germinate 
until spring. 

3. Better results are obtained by 
sowing in stubble or weeds than on 
bare summerfallow. 

Since conditions vary from place 
to place, it is wise to consult the 
nearest experimental farm or the 
local agricultural representative.

The pod is like a short bean 
and quite hairy. 

Poisoning from the lupin 
nearly always occurs after the 
plant has gone to seed, t! at • , 
in late summer and fall. Thi 
is because most of the poi i 
is in the seeds and pods. While 
all the plant contains some pol- 
acti, it is unusual for an arinvd 
to eat enough of it b fore the 
pods form to cause even mild 
poisoning. Where lupins are oi ¬ 
ly a small percentage of the 
forage, and stock are not forced 
to eat it while in seed, it lies 
been considered a valuable for¬ 
age plant. 

Cattle, horses and sheep may 
ail be poisoned by lupins, but 
poisoning occurs most often a- 
mong sheep. Poisoning almost 
invariably occurs where animals 
ar e turned out hungry on pas- 
tue containing the poison weed 
or are forced to graze heavily 
on infected areas because the 
field is overgrazed. The field 
investigated is quite a typical 
case. The lupins are most ab¬ 
undant on a N.E. slope among 
bowse and the taller grasses. 
The cattle prefer the shorter 
grasses of the more open range 
during the early summer. Duo 
to overstocking of this field, 
and the dry summer, the cattle 
have slicked up most of the 
pasture, and.have now niovfcd 
to the coarser grass and the 
browse on the moister slope.

Notice to Interested Employers and Employees 

AT ITS 1943 Session, the Parliament of Canada 
amended the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1949. 
The effect of these amendments is to require that 
additional workers be covered under unemployment 
insurance. 

On and after September 1st, 1943, employers must 
make contributions in respect of the following employees! 

★ (1) ALL PERSONS engaged in employment hitherto 

insurable, regardless of the amount of earnings, 
who may be paid on an hourly rate, on a daily rate, 
on a weekly rate, or a piece rate (including a mile¬ 
age rate). 

★ (2) ALL EMPLOYEES paid on a monthly or annual 

salary basis, whose salary, including any cost of 
living bonus which may be received, does not 
exceed $2,400 a year. 

All employees, as above described, must pay their 
contributions as required by law. 

The combined contribution for each employee earn¬ 
ing $26 or more a week will be in Class 7—63c a week. 

To Employers: Obtain unemployment insurance 
books from the nearest local office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission as soon as possible, for employees 
above described who will become insurublc on September 

1st, 1943. 

To Employees: It is in your interest to see that your 
employer makes contributions on your behalf from Sep¬ 
tember 1st, 1943, if you become insurable through this 
Amendment.
